WIFE OF DEAD MAN MAKES 
AN APPEALING STATEMENT 


“Hear the Other Side,” She 
Says in Reply to Efforts to 


Stripling---Opposition to Par- 
don Also Comes From Other 
Quarters. 


“Hear the other side,” says the for- 
mer wife of William J. Cornett, who 
was killed nearly fourteen years ago 
by Thomas Edgar Stripling, the man 
for whom a pardon is now 0beine 
sought by many Georgia communities. 

In an appealing statement, sent to 
The Constitution and published today, 
Mrs. G. M. Nelson, of Chipley, Harris 
county, formerly Mrs. William J. Cor- 
nett, declares that Stripling should not 
bs pardoned because he has made a 
good citizen for fourteen years, but 
that he should be compelled to serve 
the sentence imposed upon him for 
the mrurder of her husband. 

Speaking of preachers and others 
who are declaring that Stripling 
should be pardoned, Mrs. Nelson says: 

“They seem to forget that there is 
a widow, children, aged father and 
mother and sisters (for he was the 
only boy in the family) to whom the 
loved one whom Stripling’s shot killed, 
can never return.”’ 

Mrs. Nelson, in her statement, pub- 
lished elsewhere, presents the other 
side of the case. 

Fight Will Be Made. 

It is understood that the members 
of the family and friends of William 
J. Cornett will fille, with the prison 
commission, before the case is taken 
up, @ protest againnt the granting of 
a pardon to Stripling. 

Just how extensively signed this 
will be is not known, but it is well un- 


derstood that it will present the case

Some of the Petitions. 
Four petitions from widely 
rated counties, 
Stripling, have 
governor.

One of these petitions comes from 
Muscogee and Harris counties—it was 
in Harris county that Stripling was 
in 1897 for the 
killing of W. J. Cornett—and it is 
signed by near 1,000 prominent citi- 
gens of those counties. Other signa- 
tures, also from these counties, are to 
follow. 

ww. G. Post, a lawyer of Newnan, 
sends in a petition from Coweta coun- 
ty with nearly 700 signatures, all se- 
cured within three days. 

Pickens county, way up in north 
Georgia, has sent in a petition with 
75 names. 

Charies W. Griffin. of Dodge, has 
sent in a petition signed by 5° promi- 
nent citizens of his community. 

Similar petitions are being circu- 
lated in many counties of the state, 
and will soon be sent in. 

Word came from Albany. Monday 
that a big petition is being circulated 
in Dougherty, and will be sent on with- 
im a few days. 

Secretary of State Philip Cook re- 
ceived a letter from Sheriff Felix G.

In both cases he was acquitted, but 
the intimation is in the newspaper 
accounts that he was too high strung, 
too quick on the trigger, and that he 
might have avoided taking these lives 
with the exercise of a little more care. 

Not All One Way. 

It becomes evident from these facts 
that Stripling’s case is hardly going 
to be all one-sided when it comes be- 
fore the commission. 

The commission will probably take 
the case up at its April meeting, and 
while it will have before it numerously 
signed petitions from various sections 
of the state asking for Stripling’s par- 
don, it will also have to deal with, as 
Mrs. Nelson puts it, “the other side of 
the case.”

Councilmen and Prominent Citi- 
Zens Give Red-Hot Roast to 
Police Department 


PRESENT LAWS ADEQUATE, 
IF THEY ARE ENFORCED 


“I Am Going to See That the 
Laws Regulating Traffic and 
Speeding of Automobiles Are 


Enforced if We Have to Roast 
the Police Every Day,” De- 
clares Steve Johnston. 


The police department of Atlanta 
was subjected to a red-hot roast for 
its laxneses in enforcing the automobile 
and traffic laws, at a public meeting 
of the special automobile committee of 
council, yesterday afternoon. 

It is probable that no department of 
the city ever received a more severe 
criticism. The censure was applied 
not only by members of the committee 
but by a number of prominent At- 
lantans. 

After a full discussion of all fea- 
tures of -the present ordinances regu- 
lating traffic, and after a number of 
suggestions as to more stringent 
features, it was finally decided that 
the laws as they exist are fully ade- 
quaté for the protection of the public, 
if enforced by the police. 

Must Enforce Laws, 

“T am going to see that the laws 
regulating traffic and speeding of 
automobiles are enforced,” stated Steve 


tee, “if we have to roast the police de- 
partment every day.” 

The committee besides Councilman 
Johnston consists of Alderman John 
Grant, who is the father of the present 
automobile ordinance that has been 
found practically flawless, and Coun- 
cilman W. G. Humphrey, who is chair- 
man of the police committee of coun- 
cil. 

An invitation was extended to the 
public to be present at the meeting, 
as the committee desired to hear any 
suggestions. All those who responded 
to this invitation were automobile 
owner, but thelr views were given 
from the standpoint of the _ pe- 
destrian, and the unanimous obser- 
vation was that the police are not en- 
forcing the laws aa they are. 

The committee will file its report at 
the next meeting of council. It is 
stated that they will recommend prac- 
tically little change in the present or- 
dinance, but shat the police will be 
called upon for a more strict and in- 
telligent enforcement of the law as it 
stands. “Few laws and more rigid en- 
forcement’ was the keynote of the in- 
dividual expression of members of the 
committee. 

R. V. Connerat, state agent for the 
Buick automobile, made a suggestion 
to the committee that the speed limit 
be extended to twenty miles per hour. 
He suggested, also, that the drivers 
give signals in turning corners. He 
stated that he thought the present 
law gave full protection to the public, 
if enforced.

(7TH REGIMENT 
TO PHILIPPINES 


Reported It Will Go Di- 
rect From Texas. 


Announcement Will Cause Sur- 
prise to Many Friends the 
Regiment Has Made Here. 
Orders Are. Said to Have 
Been Issued for the Transfer. 


That the 17th infantry will not re- 
turn to Fort McPherson when they 
leave the Texas frontier’ is the sub- 
stance of an apparently well-grounded 
report now current here. The regi- 
ment, it is said, will be sent direot to 
the Philippines. 

“It has been known for some time 
that there was a chance of the regi- 
ment, which has been at Fort McPher- 
son for the past two years and more, 
going from here to the Philippines. 
However, nothing definite has been 
known, save.that this was a possibil- 
ity. 

Now, however, it is reported that it 
is a matter of common knowledge in 
military circles that the regiment will 
not be returned to Atlanta at all, but 
will go direct from Texas to the is- 
lands. Orders to this effect, it is re- 
reported, have already been issued. 

This announcement will come as a 
cause for regret among the hundreds 
of friends of the officers of the 17th. 
Doubtful, indeed, is it, if ever before 
—since there has been a military res- 
ervation here—has the personnel of a 
regiment been mpre uniformly popular 
than has that of the one which Colonel 
Van Orsdale heads. The officers and 
their wives have formed a valued addi- 
tion to Atlanta's society, and their go- 
ing will be the occasion of sincere re- 
gret on the part of hundreds in the 
city. 

Nothing definite as to when the reg- 
iment will go to the islands is known 
at this time. It seems practically cer- 
tain, however, that tnere is no chance 
of its being moved until after the 
present unrest in Mexico has disap- 
peared. The majority of the officers’ 
families are still at the reservation, as 
the order to move came so unexpect- 
edly that there was not time to make 
other provision for them.

On. MORGAN TALKS 


————— 


Same Old Serpent Busy 
Now, He Says. 


London Evangelist Preaches 
at Baptist Tabernacle to Im- 
mense Crowds Monday, 
Dwelling on Course of Hu- 
man Sin in Night Sermon. 


Dr. Campbell Morgan, 
London evangelist, who is preaching to 
crowded houses three times a day at the 
Baptist Tabernacle, last night gave a 
scholarly exposition of the third chap- 
ter of Genesis, analyzing the story of 
the fall of Adam and the course of hu- 


man sin. 

“We have in this chapter,” said Dr. 
Morgan, “the first mention of the per- 
son embodying the principle of evil. I 
will resist the temptation to discuss 
now the personality of Satan, but I will 
call your attention to the fact that he 
appears disguised and the manner of his 
disguise.” Dr. Morgan then expressed 
his belief that the word “serpent” in 
the original did not mean a snake, but 
“shining one,” and said that he 
thought that the being which appeared 
to Eve had the appearance of an angel, 
a being clothed in radiant light. 

Satanic Method Today. 

The satanic method described in this 
chapter, he said, is still characteristic of 
sin today. The serpent first questioned 
the goodness of God, then denied the 
severity of God, and finally slandered 
the motive of God. Dr. Morgan then 
called the attention of the audience to 
the temptation of Christ as given in 
the New Testament, and showed that 
satan used the identical methods in the 
latter case also. He showed the ma- 
lignant power which lurked in the sug- 
gestions and half lies of the serpent. 

Dr. Morgan referred to Oscar Wilde 
as “the greatest literary genius of the 
iast century,” and said that he had de- 
liberately sunken himself into the; 
depths of vilest sin because of the same 
workings of the satanic method which 
had brought about Adam's fall. 

lHiuman sin, continued the. speaker, 
can be divided into lust of the flesh, 
lust of the eyes and the vainglory of 
life, with the results of fear, shame and 
hopelessness. 

Divine action in the presence of sin, 
said Dr. Morgan, is a direct refutation 
of the allegations of the tempter. By 
the sentences which He imposed upon 
the serpent and Adam and Eve, He 
demonstrated that He is good, that He 
is severe and that His motives are just. 

Assails Evolution Theory. 

“Can you believe,” concluded Dr. Mor- 
gar, that the terrible sin of today can 
be but the result of a process of evolu- 
tion? God, in such a case, would. be a 
terrible monster. You will have to give 
up God if you hold to this theory, and I 
have noticed that~those who do hold 
this theory sooner or later do give up 
God. What evidences of an upward 
movement can you give without some 
outside influence? There is an upward 
movement, yes, but it never comes from 
within,. but from without.”

News Brought by American. 
Direet word from the city of Chi- 
huahua was received here this after- 
noon through Jed Newkirk, an Ameri- 
can merchant, who traveled the 225 
miles in an autom®%bile, having left 
there two days ago. 
The entire city was in ignorance of 


.of the progress of the revolutionary 
movement, all telegraphic communica- 
tion with the outside world having 
been cut off almost continuously for 
two weeks. 


Harvard Graduate Leads Rebels. 


Captain Oscar G. Creighton, an 
American and Harvarg graduate, with 
a band of insurrectos, many of whom 
are Americans, tonight camped 15 
miles south of Juarez. Creighton's men 
came within 10 miles of Jaurez and 
the shock of an explosion when he 
blew up a railroad bridge was felt in 
the city. : 

Creighton reached the vicinity of 
Jaurez after a march from the south 
of about 100 miles along the Mexican 
National railroad and after leaving in 
his wake a trail of burning bridges. 
His arrival near the border was spec- 
tacular, for after releasing twenty- 
five Americans who had gone into 
Mexico to investigate a mine and who 
had sought his protection, he waited 
until dark ang then announced his 
presence by a terrific explosion which 
resulted tn the devastation of a bridge 
at Mesa, a few miles south of the city. 

Ratilroad Destroyed. | 

The destruction of the bridge has 
tied up the road and put an end to the 
hope of sending relief by train to 
the city of Chihuahua, 

Coming upon the American mine 

prospectors at Galego, about 100 miles 
south on the Mexican National rail- 
road, Creighton informed them that ne 
intended to destroy whet remained of 
the railroad, and if they wished to 
reach El Paso he would allow them to 
precede him on two handcars. 
- ~=The handcars were put in action, but 
the Americans, fearing a possible at- 
tack, preferred to remain under 
Creighton’s protection. At one town 
Creighton entered a station and tore 
out the telegraph instruments which 
long had been in disuse because of the 
cutting of the wires. 

“Here,” Creighton said, throwing the 
telegraph keys to the miners, “take 
these along for souvenirs.” 

When the party reached a point near 
Juarez, Creighton told the mining men 
to proceed on foot, and in case they 
were mistaken by the Mexican federal 
troops for insurgents and were fired 
upon, he would return the fire. 

D. T. Smith, W. T. Swoyer and Mar- 
shall Cassidy, who led the mining 
party, reached El Paso today and told 
the story of their trip. Creighton 
came here from New York City. 

Americans Leading Rebels. 

Citizens of the United States are 
rapidly being put forward as leaders 
of small bands of insurrectos. accord- 
ing to reports from the interior re- 
ceived by the junta here. Where they 
are experienced enough to take com- 
mands they are grouped In command 
under their own countrymen. 

Scores of Americans are applying 
for enlistment at the iInsurrecto junta, 
despite the threat of the Diaz govern- 
ment to punish with death anyone 
participating even in a slight degree 
with the revolutionary movement. 
What disposition is made of the appli- 
cants is not given out by the junta, 
but it is known that the men do not 
remain long in El Paso. 

Much fear is being expressed as to 
the fate of fifteen Americans who were 
taken prisoners by the federal troops 
at Casas Grandes a week ago. Whether 
the men are confined in the little sun- 
scorched adobe jail in the town, or

AFT ALLAYING 


MEAILAN FEARS 


By Keeping U. S. War- 
ships at a Distance. 


Mexican Ambassador Assured 
Warships Will Call at Ports 
for Coal and Then Leave. 
Admitted That Troops on the 
Border Has Caused Tension. 


New York, March 13.—The Mexican 


ambassador here and the Mexican min- 
ister of finance recelved assurances 
from Washington tonight which oon- 
vinced them that there is sinoere co- 
operation between the administration 
of President Taft and that of Presi- 
dent Diaz. It is not professed that 
all tension has been slackened, and 
while American troops remain in force 
on the Mexican border, it is admitted 
that some tension will continue, but 
the edge of apprehension was appre- 
aiably blunted tonight by two capital 
Dieces of news. 


Warships to Be Withdrawn. 


First in importance was a long tele- 
gram to Ambassador de la Barre, 
from the state department at Wash- 
ington, announcing that the United 
States warships assigned to patrol 
duty on the Pacific and Gulf coasts 
of Mexico had been ordered to call at 
Mexican ports only for coal and then 
to withdraw pramptly. 

This action is deeply reassuring to 
Senor Limantour. In a recent inter- 
view he said that he could only con- 
sider the presence of American men- 
of-war in Mexican waters so far dis- 
tant from their base at Galveston as 
part of an unnecessary effort to im- 
press on Mexico the power of the 
United States. His personal protest 
was promptly followed byeofficial rep- 
resentations and tonight he expressed 
himself as “very much gratified that 
the request of his government had 
been s0 promptly granted.’’ 


No Intervention Contemplated. 


The second development was the 
publication here today of an author- 
ized interview with Jacob M. Dickin- 
son, the secretary of war, in which he 
denied that this government contem- 
platel intervention, or that orders had 
been issued to mobilize a second army 
corps on the frontier. A rumor to 
that effect, originating in Galveston, 
had grown dGuring the day, but Gen- 
eral Leonard Wwood in Washington 
added his denials to those of Secre- 
tary Dickinson. 

Senor Limantour made a positive 
denial today of the reports that he 
had been conferring with the Maderos 
and their associates here, with the 
view of bringing about a cessation of 
hostilities.

BRYAN. HAMMERS 
SUBSIDIZED. PRESS 


Alleges ‘‘Interests’’ Control 
Editorials and News of 
Many Papers. 


Philadelphia, March 13.—Wiliam 
Jennings Bryan and Rollo Ogden, ed- 
itor of The New York Pvening Post, 
discussed “the influence of the modern 
newspaper” here tonight at a meet- 
ing of the Contemporary Club. 

Mr. Bryan declared that the modern 
newspaper has lost much prestige un- 
der influence. Among causes for this 
loss of influence, he said, was the de- 
votion of too much epace to crime and 
domestic infelicity. 

Another evil, Mr. Bryan declared, is 
the discussion of public questions 
from a sensational standpoint. For 
example, he decried the manner in 
which the present movement of troops 
is being described in some newspapers. 
Such discussion ig apt, he said, to en- 
gender a situation which might eaaily 
cause an international controversy. 

FExXiitorials which do not express the 
opinion of the writers, but are ordered 
by the Dusiness offices of the papers, 
are another great evil, declared Mr. 
Bryan, who said: 

“The greatest menace to our coun- 
try today is the pollution of the edi- 
torial and news colmuns by interests 
that are practicing grand larceny on 
the people. Many of our great news- 

apers are owned by interests which 
ave their hands in the pockets of the 
people and use the papers to chloro- 
form the readers.”’ 

Mr. Bryan advocated the passage 
of a law which would compel newspa- 
pers to publish not only the names of 
their nominal owners, but also the 
holders of mortgages upon the prop- 
erties. 

Mr. Ogden, who had opened the dis- 
cussion, said when Mr. Bryan had con- 
diuded: “Mr. Bryan has spoken some 
great truths, but if it can be said that 
‘the people have the priests and poll- 
ticlans that they deserve’ they also 
have the newspapers they deserve”

Rochester, N. Y., March 13.—Morris

tax law was declared unconstitutional 
in 1895. He pointed out that the in- 
come tax was held to be direct because 
imposed upon property simply because 
of its ownership. 

“In thé present case,” said Justice 
Day, “the tax is not payable unless 
there is a carrying on or doing of 
business in the designated capacity, 
and this is made the occasion for the 
tax, measured by the standard pre- 
scribed.” 

Justice Day next took up the ob- 
jection that the provisions in ques- 
tion levied a tax upon the exclusive 
right of a state to grant oorporate 
franchises, in that it taxed franchises 
which are the creation of a state in 
its sovereign right and authority. 

“We think,” says the opinion, “it is 
the result of the cases heretofore de- 
cided in this court, that such business 
activities, though exercised because of 
state-created franchises, are not be- 
yond the taxing power of the United 
States. .. 

“Te cannot be supposed that it was 
intended that it should be within the 
power of individual acting under state 
authority to thus impair and limft the 
exertion of authority which may be es- 
sential to national existence.” 

Tax Laid Upen Privileges. 

Justice Day next addressed himself 
to the objection that the tax was un- 
equal and arbitrary. 

“The thing taxed,” said he, “is not 
the mere dealing in merchandise, in 
which the actual transactions may be 
the same, whether conducted by indi- 
viduals or corporations, but the tax is 
laid upon the privileges which exist in 
conducting business with the advan- 
tages which inhere in the corporate 
capacity of those taxed and which are 
not enjoyed by private firms or indi- 
viduals. 

“These advantages are obvious, and 
have led to the formation of such com- 
panies in nearly all branches of trade. 
The continuity of the business, with- 
out interruption by death or dissolu- 
tion, the transfer of property interests 
by the disposition of shares of stock, 
the advantages of business controlled 
and managed by corporate directors, 
the general absence of individual Ha- 
bility, these and other things inhere in 
the advantages of business thus con- 
ducted, which do not exist when the 
same business is conducted by private 
individuals or partnerships. 

‘“‘Measursement of the tax by the net 
income from all sources, according to 
the opinion, is not so unequal and arbi- 
trary to be outside of the authority of 
the taxing power. 

“We must not forget that the right to 
select the measure and objects of taxa- 
tion devolves on the congress and not 
on the courts, and such selections are 
valid unless constitutional limitations 
are overstepped.” 

The court was able to find no such 
violation of constitutional limitations. 
As to Real Estate Companies. 

With regard to real estate companies 
the justice said: 

“We think it clear that corporations 
organized for the purpose. of doing 
business and actualy engaged in such 
activities as leasing property, collect- 
ing rents, managing office buildings, 
making investments of profits, or leas- 
ing ore lands and collecting royalties, 
managing wharves, dividing profits and 
in some cases investing the surplus are 


,engaged in doing business within the 
|meaning of this statute and, in the 
l'eapacity necessary to make such or- 
ganizations, subject to the law.” 

The court held that ft was no part 
of the essential governmental functions 
of a state to provide means of trans- 

supply. artificial light, wateg 


and the like. Therefore, it was deter- 
mined that the Coney Island and Brook- 
lyn Railroad Company and the Inter- 
urban Rapid Transit, of New York, are 
subject to the tax. 

After dealing at length with numer- 
ous other objections to the law, Justice 
Day came to the attack upon it based 
on the so-called publicity features of 
the provisions which require certain re- 
turns to be made to the government as 
an aid in the assessment of a tax. 

“The taxation being, as we have 
held,” said the justice, “within the 
legitimate powers of congress it is for 
that body to determine what means are 
appropriate and adapted to the pur- 
poses of making the law effectual.”

The opinion thus summarized covers 
fifteen of the eighteen cases in which 
the constitutionality of the tax was as- 
sailed. The non-applicability of the act 
to the real estate “trusts” was decided 
in the other three cases. In these cases 
the law was held inapplica®'e to the

Rich Boston Corporation Escapes. 

Boston, March 13. —The “Real Estate 
Trust of Boston,” exempted from the 
corporation tax by the decision of the 
supreme court today consists of forty- 
four “voluntary” associations mainly 
interested in real estate in the business 
section of the city. The total capital 
stock of thesé associations is $56.504.- 
000. The stocks are bought and sold at 
auction rooms and the associations pay 
a local tax. 

One of the wealthiest associations is 
known as the Fifty Associates whose 
property includes several office build- 
ing, store and hotels. One of its for- 
mer shareholders was Justice Holmes, 
of the supreme court, but he trans- 
ferred his holdings before the case first 
came up for argument in Washington.

A peasant leaves his home to seek 
for work as a field laborer wherever he 
can find work to do, and, like every 
Russian, male and female, he takes his 
passport with him, which is quite as 
much a part of him as his soul is. 
It is always a half-yearly passport, 
which he must renew at the end of six 
months, sending it home in a register- 
ed letter to an official at his native 
place, and inclosing the legal fee an 
something over for the trouble. The 
time of renewal draws near: the work- 
man gets a demand for a new pass- 
port. Through official neglect or oth- 
er reason the passport fails to come 
in time. The honest workingman who

“The business of government is a business in which all! the 
people have an interest, and you cannot treat it as if it were the 
business of a few individuals, as if it were a property right when 
the effects of the property right are community changes,” said Gov- 
ernor Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey in the course of a recent 
address on popular rule. 

The New Jersey executive, who is being prominently men- 
tioned for the democratic nomination for president, two years 
hence, won his seat in the most trust-ridden state of the Union on 
this platform. : 

That state threw off the yoke and rallied to him against the 
old, archaic, close-corporation methods of government. 

Star-chamber proceedings and back-room caucuses were pro- 
scribed by Governor Wilson in favor of the more modern, more 
democratic method by which the people choose their own officials. 

The author of these views was applaude@ to the echo in Atlanta 
last week. He was entertained as a man on whom the democratic 
party pins great ‘hopes. 

Yet right here in Georgia the very things that Governor Wilson 
condemned most severely and scored most mercilessly, that he 
characterized as archaic and anathematized with all the fervor of 
a real tribune of the people, are being practiced today. 

The people of Georgia are being denied their rights under the 
direct primaries law, and as stockholders in the business of the 
state, to express their choice for United States senator. 

A few individuals are standing between the people and the 
exercise of a privilege which has been guaranteed to them. 

Feeling more confident of their ability to juggle a small body— 
the state legislature—they are denying to the larger body, the 
people, the right to speak. 

A senatorial term is six years. Two-thirds of the unexpired 
term of Senator Clay remain. Shall the successor be a man whom 
the people want, and one whom they would select, or shall it be 
a favorite of the state executive committee? 

Shall the spirit of the direct primary law be observed, or shall 
it be defeated by the power of negation lodged in the state 
committee? 

It is a question in which every citizen of the state has a direct 
interest, regardless of who are the candidates, or what will be the 
result of the balloting. 

If a primary for Senator Clay’s unexpired term is not held, it 
will be a taking over by the state executive committee of “a busi- 
ness in which all the people have an interest and treating it as 
though it were the business of a few individuals.” 

The state committee, and even the state legislature, may con- 
sider itself more competent to choose a senator from the people 
than they could themselves, but in doing so they are harking back 
to the old star-chamber form of caucus nominations, and denying 
the promise of the direct primary law. 

In this connection a further extract from the speech of Gov- 
ernor Wilson before the National Press Club, at Washington, D. C., 


is timely and pertinent. He said: 


The whole present purpose of what we call the popular movement in our 
country, is to change the machinery of our government from privacy to pub- 
licity; it is to chase it out of committee rooms; it is to gef at the nominating 
process by a widespread method which is called the primary. You cannot con- 
duct a statewide primary PRIVATELY. You can conduct a caucus privately, 
but not a primary—not the present kind of primary: With the old kind you 


could. 

To let the people rule themselves, to permit all the partners in 
the business to handle it, instead of intrusting that duty to a few 
individuals, is the purpose of the primary laws of the southern states 
by which United States senators and other officials are nominated. 

The state executive committee is storing up for themselves 
a volume of wrath which will one day be let loose. 

The people of Georgia, as well as a score of other states, have 
made up their minds they wish to select their senators as well as

WALTHAM 
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Tells Commons That Unless 
Mischief Is Brought Home 
Increase of Armaments Will 
Break Down Civilization. 


London, Miarch 13.—Reginald Moe- 
Kenna, first lord of the admiralty In 
the house of commons, tonight de- 
fended his estimates against attacks 
from certain quarters, and explained 
that in 1914 Great Britain woulg have 
thirty and Germany twenty-one Dread- 
noughts—not, he said, an unreason- 
able margin. The size of the British 
navy, he added, practically was gov- 
erned by that of Germany, and unless 
some change ocourred in the German 
naval law this year would be the 
high-water mark in the British esti- 
mates, 

Otvilization Menaced. 

Sir Edward Grey, foreign secretary, 
affirming Mr. McKenna’s statements, 
emphasized the difficulties to be en- 
countered in the disarmament ques- 
tion and pointed out that it was the 
most civilizeg nations that spent the 
most on armaments, asserting that un- 
less the mischief was brought home ‘to 
men’s feeling as well as to their 
minds, the growth of armaments must 
in the long run break civilization 
down. | 

Anyway, Secretary Grey said, the 
rivalry would not be stopped by any 
single nation dropping out of the race 
Although Great Britain had a strong 
navy, her army was small, and an 
agreement with Germany needed care- 
ful handling. He was hopeful, how- 
ever, that something might be done. 

Lauds Taft’s Arbitration Speech. 

Any real limitation of armaments, he 
declared, must depend on nations 
learning, like individuals, to resort to 
law instead of force of arms. He 
referred to President Taft’s arbitra- 
tion speech as both couragedéus and 
pregnant with consequences, and said: 

“Such a statement ought not to go 
without response. We should be de- 
lighted to have such a pro made 
to us. We should f that it was 
something so momentous and so far- 
reaching in its possible consequence 
that it would require not only the 
signature of both governments, but 
the deliberate and decided sanction of 
a ach That, I believe, would be 
given.

AFTER BRIEF DECLINE 
STOCKS RALLIED AGAIN 
The Corporation Tax Law De- 


cision’s Effect on Stock 
Exchange. 


New York, March 13.—One of the 
group of supreme court decisions 
which Wall street long have awaited 
with some trepidation, upholding the 
constitutionality of the corporation tax 
law, brought about merely a brief de- 
cline on the stock exchange when it 
was announced today. Within a few 
minutes stocks bounde@ back to the 
best prices of the day and later made 
improvement. News was received s0 
Calmly that the market was barely 
aroused from thé dullness of the morn- 
ing, and during the remainder of the 
day trading was still quieter. Active 
stocks in most cases closed with frac- 
tional gains. 

The action of the market was re- 
garded as indicative of its present 
strong position by traders, who recall- 
ed the uneasiness with which the fi- 
nancial community received the cor- 
poration tax plan when it was pro- 
posed, nearly two years ago, soon after 
the induction of tne present adminis- 
tration. 
was laid upon the administration's 
avowed purpose of scrutinizing finan- 
cia] affairs of corporations more ¢lose- 
tax. When the government's power to 
day there were no such signs of un- 
easiness. Tne momentary depression 
of prices doubtless was the result of 
some hesitation as 
would be taken, as well as an attempt 
om the part of bear traders to utilize 
the decision for their own ends. It 
was seen quickly, however, that the 
court's find had induced no liquidation 
of stocks by large holders, and the 
market righted itself. 

Speculative operationg of the day 
centered largely about Atchison. It 
was strong at the opening, when the 
tone of the market was rather heavy 
and attracted suport of bull traders, 
who quickly advanced it a point. 
Other stocks improved with it. 

At the end of the day, Athison, 
Reading, Union .acific, Southern Pa- 
cific and a few less prominent stocks, 
had. gained a point or more, with 
smaller gains predominating elsewhere.
